Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

For at least claims 1,15 and 16, the limitations of claims: "(input means for) inputting the 
print job, the print job containing a plurality of printing objects; and (adjustment means) for 
specifying a user who instructs the print job according to print job information and adjusting an 
object of the plurality of printing objects on the basis of the user profile of the specified user" 
(added emphasis) renders the claims failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, because the print job is already 
containing a plurality of printing objects from the user's instructions, why adjustment means 
adjusting a printing object of the print job on the basis of the user profile while the print job does 
not including or requiring printing instruction for allowing to adjust the any object of the 
plurality of printing objects from the user profile.
